Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreennent was reached, or any other comments: Attorney emphasized the last paragraph of the independent claim 22 
regarding "control of the branching ratio of polarization offsets a beam energy change associated with a position on the 
surface". Attorney stated JP363123588A does not control energy change on the workpiece surface with respect to the 
beam spot location. Examiner stated further review of JP363123588A and/or search is required. Attorney stated the 
order of steps in claim 22 has been clarified to clearly describe step sequence of shaping a beam spot, controlling the 
branching ratio of polarization, transmitting the polarized direction beam through an optical system, and deflecting the 
beam to the film workpiece.

All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the inten/iew rather than with the next official communication.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and doer- 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the Interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fonn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the inten/iew 
unless It Includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, ail of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
